Albany, N. Y., Aug. 31 <vP).— 


New York state'e new law increas- 
ing penalties for reckles; driving 
and tightening up the investiga- 
tions of fatal automobile accident* 
becomes effective tomorrow, Capt. 
Albert B. Moore of the etate po- 
lice reminded motorists today. 


Capt. Moore said that a driver 


who causes a fatal accident in 
which any trace of criminal neg- 
ligence or recklessness is found, 
will oe held by state police until 
the accident ie fully investigated. 


State 
police 
will 
arreet the 


driver in'euch cases, and notify the 
bureau of criminal investigation, 
Capt. Moore added. He explained 
that before the new law was pass- 
ed, many drivers involved in such 
accidents were permitted to go 
free until a «oroner'6 inquest. 


Capt. 'Moore aleo said the penal- 


ties for reckless driving convic- 
tions would be 
increased under 


the new law. 
A first conviction 


will bring a maximum fine of J100 
or a maximum jail sentence of 30 
days.

1250 or 90 daye in jail or both. 
A third conviction in 18 months 
carries a minimum fine of J100 
and a maximum of $500 or 180 
day* in Jail or both, and revoca- 
tion of the driving license.

pic Association, before the Invasion 
of Japan in 1940. 


It will be two years, however, be- 


fore there can be a showdown. Mean- 
while the A. A. U , not only has 
time to put Its own household In or- 
der but opportunity, If not actual In- 
centive, to effect more harmonious 
working relations with the collegiate 
chieftains. 


"It Is well to keep In mind that 


since 1924, the trend has been con- 
sistently toward a 
more equitable 


balance of power between the A. A. 
U. and college groups in guiding Ufe 
affairs of the Olympic Association," 
points out Dr. Joseph E Raycroft of 
Princeton, 
vice-president 
of 
the 


American Olympic committee, and 
advocate of a "middle of the road" 
policy. 


Unquestionably a factor In the po- 


litical situation is the impending re- 
tirement of Avery Brundage as pres- 
ident of the A. A U., an office he 
has held seven times in the last 
eight years. 


Brundage, newly named to the in- 


ternational Olympic committee and 
twice head of the American Olympic 
organization, is credited with a dom- 
inant part In sealing the old breach 
between the colleges and the A. A. 
U. that breach was widest exactly 10 
years ago. 


It remains to be seen whether 


Brundage, since being under the 
Olympic guns, will exercise his Influ- 
ence to prevent another conflict.

The development of modern sau- 


sage took place mainly in Italy 
and the Germanic countries. These 
peoples had a real flair for the 
blending of flavors and developed 
techniques far in advance of other 
countries, according to an author- 
ity. 
The warm climate of Italy 


led largely to the preparation of 
dry sausages preserved with salt 
and the more virile spices, such 
as pepper and garlic. 
Scarcely a 


city of any importance exists in 
Italy which does not have a type 
of sausage named after it—Milano, 
Bologna, Romano, Genoa, Salami, 
etc. 


In Germany, the cooler climate 


and the use of caves led to the 
development of fresh and cooked 
sausages, most 
of them 
being 


adapted to frying. These varieties 
included brat wurst, liver sausage, 
blood sausage, head cheese and 
Berliner sausage (a ham sausage). 
In addition, the Germans made 1 
many varieties of summer sausage 
(that is, a sausage made in winter 
to be consumed during the sum- 
mer). 


The Germans and Scandinavians 


were more partial to the milder 
spices than the Italians, but the 
rapid spread of the desire for sau- 
sage and its convenience for trade 
during the Middle ages led to a 
further competition for trade with 
the spice countries.
